of it here, as follows. 


It was in the Time of King Hay VII. 
of England, and Fames IV. of Scotland, that 


aſter a War wherein the Two Crowns were 


engag d on the Account of the Famous 
Perkin W, arbeck, the Counterfeit Duke of 
Tork, a Truce ſor ſome Vears was at laſt 
Happily concluded: During this Truce 
certain gau Young Men came to the

Town of Norham, which is ſeparated from 
Scotland only by the River Tweed; and 
having little to'do they would go and look 
upon the Caſtle, which belong d to the Bi. 
ſbop of Durham, and was then ſtrong enough, 
but is now Ruinous. Some of the Gar- 
rilon of the Caſtle obſerving them, quarrell d 
with them as Spys; whereupon they fell to 
Blows, fo that many were wounded on ei- 
ther Side, and ſome of the Scots were kill d: 
Complaint of this being made to King 
James, he took it ſo much to Heart that he 
proteſted, that if Reparation was not done 
according to the Conditions of the Truce 
he would denounce War. Richard Fox, 
Biſhop of Dur ham, underſtanding this Dil 
content, and being troubled that the Oc- 
caſion of a Ne War ſhould be given by 
his- Men, he wrote diſcreet and ſubmſſvve 
Letters to the King of Scotland: With 
theſe the King being Mollified, he ſent to 
ſpeak with the Biſhop; as well — the 
t 5 Co 
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Compounding of the preſent Differences, 
as about other Matters that might concern 
the Good of both Kingdoms. When the 
Biſhop was come to him at the Abby of 

Melroſs, the King firſt uttered his Offence 

at the Breach of the Truce, by the Biſhop's | 
Men, at Norbam Caſtle ;. and after he told 

the Biſhop apart, That theſe Temporary 
Truces and Paace were ſoon made and ſoon 
broken, but that he deſir d a ſtricter Amity 

with the King of England; diſcovering his 
Mind, That if King Henry would give him 
in Marriage his Eldeſt Daughter, the Lady 
Margaret, that indeed might be a Knot in- 
diſſolvable ; That he knew what Place and 
Power the Biſhop deſervedly had at Comrr, 
and therefore if he would take the Buſi- 
neſs to Heart, and deal effectually in it, he 
doubted not but it would ſucceed. The 
KBiſhop promiſing to do his beſt Endeavour, 
rcturn'd from Scotland, went to his own 
King at London, and gave an Account of

what had paſſed. Upon this a Treaty o- 


Marriage was begun, which ſhortly after 


was concluded; and thereby the Happy 


Union of the Two Kingdoms was in Lime 


brought to pals, as is ſhewd in the follow-

This Story is particularly Related by ever) Hiſtorian 
who hath wrote of thoſe Times; and for this Reaſon J 
ſuppoſe it is that Dr. Chamberlain; in his Preſent State 
of England, ſaith it, to the Honour of the Engliſh 
Clergy, That the Former UNIO IN was obig to the 
Reef of Biſhop Fox.
